Linke, who is president of 
the conservation group’s 
power house sub-com- 
mittee, told the meeting 
that the -boilers planned 
for the station would be 
by far the biggest in Vic~ 
toria, 

“When the boilers at the 
Latrobe Valley blow off 
their steam the noise can 
be heard 12 miles away,” 
he said, Q 

“Research shows that 
the Newport _ station’s 
blowers could reach the 
frightening noise level of 
85 decibels — and these 
noises would occur be- 


{tween 12 and three in the 


morning. 

“The SEC wants to 
build the station at New- 
port because it is the 
cheapest for them ...
